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History  of  the  Class  of  ’46 

The  hands  of  the  clock  pointed 
to  2:29. 

A  buzz  of  anxious  whispers  rose 
through  the  autumn  heat,  then 
hushed.  “Welcome,  Gentlemen,  to 
Worcester.  On  behalf  of  the  fac¬ 
ulty  and  administration  I  wish  you 
the  best  of  luck  and  a  pleasant 
journey  through  Tech.  .  .  .  Some 
of  your  instructors  have  asked  that 
I  give  you  the  following  informa¬ 
tion:  For  Thursday  your  assign¬ 
ment  in  Physics  will  be  .  .  . 
Math  .  .  .”  The  chubby,  red-faced 
man  concluded  the  welcoming 
speech.  Freshmen  advisers  were 
assigned,  and  from  the  EE  Lecture 
Hall  poured  forth  the  209  members 
of  the  newly  born  Class  of  ’46. 

That  was  September  28,  1942. 

The  days  that  followed  were  like 


a  ride  on  a  roller  coaster  .  .  .  get 
books  .  .  .  schedules  .  .  .  settle 
room  .  .  .  meet  here  ...  be  there 
.  .  .  and  finally,  classes. 

The  highlight  of  the  early  classes 
was  that  first  meeting  with  Dr. 
Masius.  You  either  came  out  of 
his  class  on  top  of  the  world,  or 
crawling  beween  the  cracks  in  the 
floor,  ready  to  “pack  your  bags  and 
leave  the  Institute”. 

The  Administration  restrained  to 
.a  certain  extent  the  hazing,  fol¬ 
lowing  the  wild  events  of  the  pre¬ 
vious  year.  The  dunkings  in  Insti¬ 
tute  Pond  were  skipped,  as  were 
many  of  the  night  forays  which 
made  up  the  more  illegitimate  part 
of  hazing  in  former  years.  How¬ 
ever,  the  noon-hour  riots  still  were 
held;  hair  clipping  and  pants  re¬ 
moving  were  distinctive  occasions, 
marked  in  the  interim  by  the  pester¬ 
ing  and  general  undressing  of  the 
new  Freshmen. 

One  October  noon,  however,  the 
Freshmen,  instead  of  straggling  off 
to  class  in  little  groups  easy  prey 
for  waiting  Sophomores,  all  wait¬ 
ed  inside  Sanford  Riley  and  came 
out  all  at  once  against  the  Sophs. 
Many  were  late  for  class  that  after¬ 
noon,  and  a  number  of  pants  lay 
on  Boynton’s  proud  decks.  Shreds 
of  Sophomore  clothing  were  hung 
in  Sanford  Riley,  and  hazing,  as 
such,  was  discontinued  for  the 
season. 

One  of  the  first  steps  of  organi¬ 
zation  within  the  Class  of  ’46  was 
the  election  of  a  Dormitory  Com¬ 
mittee  and  a  temporary  Class 
President.  “Footsie”  Wotton  was 
chosen  for  the  latter  position, 
while  the  committee  was  composed 
of  Irv  Versoy,  Charlie  Schmit,  Carl 
Simon,  and  Joe  Gwiazowski. 

One  cloudy  fall  Saturday  after-

noon  there  occurred  the  first  legal 
act  of  Freshman  -  Sophomore  vio¬ 
lence:  the  Paddle  Rush.  During 
the  short  time  which  had  elapsed 
between  the  opening  of  school  and 
this  event,  it  was  impossible  for  all 
the  new  Freshmen  to  know  all  the 
others.  It  was  suggested,  there¬ 
fore,  that  a  red  cross  be  placed 
with  lipstick  on  the  forehead  of 
each  of  the  100  Freshmen  taking 
part.  The  Freshmen  lined  up  on 
one  side  of  the  football  field — the 
Sophs  on  the  other.  The  battle  be-

It  might  seem  that  all  this  time 
Tech  life  was  proceeding  without 
knowledge  of  the  war;  but  it  was 
not. 

After  the  night  of  October  1, 
when  a  joint  Army  -  Navy  -  Marine 
board  at  an  assembly  in  Alden,  ex¬ 
plained  their  various  programs, 
the  Class  became  more  and  more 
conscious  of  an  ominous  shadow  on 
the  horizon.  November  9  saw  a 
large  number  of  men  sworn  into 
the  Naval  Reserve  in  “that  thing 


gan,  but  it  was  not  until  several 
minutes  had  passed  that  the  Fresh¬ 
men  realized  that  the  Sophs,  appar¬ 
ently  knowing  of  the  idea,  had  also 
put  red  crosses  on  their  heads.  The 
Sophomores  won  the  event  by  a 
large  margin.  But  the  Rope  Pull, 
which  came  later,  was  another  story 
and  it  was  the  Sophomore  Class 
which  plopped  through  Institute 
Pond. 

After  the  Chem  Lecture  on  the 
morning  of  14  November,  the  Class 
had  its  first  official  meeting.  The 
only  business  was  the  nomination 
of  candidates  for  Class  Officers. 
At  the  close  of  the  elections  Carl 
Simon  had  been  elected  President; 
Dick  Olson,  Vice-President;  Dick

On  December  15,  all  enlistments 
in  V-l  and  V-7  were  closed.  The 
distinction  between  “Navy  man” 
and  “civilian”  now  became  more 
and  more  apparent. 

Through  the  late  fall  weeks, 
upperclassmen  came  to  the  dorm  to 
eat  with  the  Freshmen.  Fraternities 
weren’t  discussed,  but  everyone 
knew  what  they  wanted.  Rushing 
had  begun.  Just  before  Christmas, 
131  Freshmen  were  pledged  to 
Tech’s  nine  fraternities. 

Most  of  the  men  began  to  look 
hopefully  toward  the  day  when 
they  would  be  living  in  their 
Houses  .  .  .  but  for  many,  that  day 
was  never  to  come. 

Christmas  vacation,  and  back  to 
the  books  again.  Classes  had  been 
in  progress  but  a  few  weeks  when 
the  fruit  of  the  brown  question¬ 
naires  filled  out  so  quietly  that  fall 
began  to  appear  in  earnest.  The 
Greetings  flew  like  the  whirling 
snow  outside,  and  almost  every  day 
another  Freshman  with  his  suit- 


they  call  V-l”.  Draft  folders  were 
quietly  filled  out  .  .  .  the  handwrit¬ 
ing  was  on  the  wall. 

Later  in  the  fall  came  the  Tech 
Carnival.  After  weeks  of  labor  a 
script  appeared.  A  cast  was 
formed  under  the  direction  of  John 
Hawley,  and  the  Freshman  Skit, 
“Polly  Was  a  Lady”,  hit  the  stage. 

On  the  night  the  play  was  to  be 
presented,  Bob  Scott,  the  Sopho¬ 
more  Class  President,  was  called  to 
the  telephone  in  Sanford  Riley.  He 
entered  the  booth  and  was  quickly 
whisked  away  to  the  fourth  floor. 
He  later  appeared  in  the  play 
climbing  out  of  a  large  trunk.  The 
general  theme  of  the  play  was 
about  a  co-ed  Tech.

cases  neatly  packed,  his  tennis 
racket,  books,  and  radio  stacked  by 
the  big  clock  in  Sanford — waited 
uneasily  for  the  car  which  was  to 
take  him — perhaps  forever — from 
the  Institute. 

The  snowfall  was  heavy  that 
winter,  and  eventually  a  thick  crust 
covered  the  snow.  The  big  winter 
sport  for  those  who  remained  con¬ 
sisted  of  removing  the  metal  trays 
from  Daddy  Locke’s  mess  hall, 
and,  under  the  light  of  a  cold  moon, 
climbing  with  them  to  the  hill  on 
the  side  of  the  football  field.  Using 
the  tray  for  a  seat,  the  ’46ers  would 
swish  and  swirl  down  the  hill, 
across  the  field,  and  bounce  off  the 
fence  on  the  other  side. 

The  Class  teams  came  through 
that  winter  with  wins  in  basketball

and  swimming,  while  42  Freshmen 
attained  honors  at  mid-year.  The 
Frosh-Soph  rivalry  ended  with  the 
’46ers  winning  the  always  dis¬ 
appearing  Goat’s  Head.  The  draft 
boards  took  a  terrible  toll  during 
the  winter  months.  When  Spring 
appeared  again,  only  148  Fresh¬ 
men  remained.  Meanwhile,  Tech 
was  selected  as  a  possible  training 
center  by  the  Navy  Department. 

A  wise  man  once  said:  “To  live 
a  full  life,  a  person  should  be  able 
to  play  a  musical  instrument  and 
speak  one  language  other  than  his 
own.’’  The  wise  man  left  out  one 
condition:  “.  .  .  and  live  at  least 
six  months  in  the  Freshman  Dorm.” 

Although  as  civilians,  no  restric¬ 
tions  were  placed  on  coming  or 
going  from  the  dorm,  the  Freshmen 
seldom  left  the  dorm  at  night,  for 
there  was  so  much  going  on  there 
that  it  was  more  entertaining  to 
stay  in.  The  dorm  always  was  an 
interesting  place,  but  never  was  it 
so  interesting  as  during  its  last  few 
months  in  civilian  hands. 

Water  bags  were  always  stand¬ 
ard  equipment.  Some  characters 
bought  bags  wholesale  from  sta-

The  Spring  Formal  was  Tech’s 
last  big  civilian  affair.  June  sped 
swiftly  by.  No  finals  that  term, 
and  on  June  3,  the  Class  of  ’46 
broke  up  for  a  four-week  vacation. 

Tech  was  never  to  be  quite  the 
same  again.

tionery  stores,  and  on  the  least  pro¬ 
vocation  the  inmates  would  grab 
them,  rush  to  the  sink,  fill  them  up, 
swing,  and  let  go.  A  hefty  water 
bag  sailing  down  from  the  fourth 
story  was  an  all  too  common  sight. 
Some  of  the  third  floor  boys  con¬ 
tented  themselves  by  pouring  water 
in  the  corridor  and  soaping  it  up 
until  the  coefficient  of  friction  ap¬ 
proached  zero.  Then,  in  nature’s 
own  suit,  they  would  take  a  short, 
fast  run  and  slide  the  length  of  the 
building.  One  night  some  wit 
poured  red  ink  on  the  middle  of 
the  floor  as  a  slider  came  swishing 
down.  The  slider  underwent  an 
over-all  change  of  color. 

Few  will  ever  forget  the  inter¬ 
floor  water  fights,  topped  by  the 
great  May  deluge.  Water  flowed 
down  the  stair  wells  in  great  cas¬ 
cades.  The  efforts  of  the  single 
dorm  proctor  were  of  no  avail,  the 
eruption  was  so  great.  One  floor 
was  stormed  by  another  and  gen¬ 
eral  chaos  reigned.  This  was  the 
climax  of  old  dorm  life. 

On  May  18,  elections  for  Sopho-

After  four  weeks  of  comparative 
quiet,  broken  only  by  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  new  civilians  and  frater¬ 
nity  rushing,  the  Tech  campus  was 
a  fever  of  activity.  A  few  uni¬ 
forms,  and  many  new  faces  sud¬ 
denly  appeared.  Taxis  rolled  in 
continuously,  bringing  in  them 
bleary-eyed  passengers,  many  of

whom  had  been  traveling  hours 
from  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  South 
Carolina,  Michigan  .  .  .  men  who 
were  fresh  from  the  campuses  of 
Lafayette,  Delaware,  G.  M.  I.,  Car¬ 
negie  Tech  .  .  .  Bowdoin.  They 
were  all  coming  to  form  a  part  of 
the  new  Naval  V-12  Unit,  and 
many,  a  part  of  the  Class  of  ’46. 

Orders  were  presented.  Chiefs 
Creeden,  McNulty  and  Rogers 
signed  the  men  in.  Tickets  were 
drawn  from  a  hat  for  rooms;  long 
lines  stretched  before  the  issue- 
room  in  the  gym,  the  medical  office, 
the  Navy  office.  Everywhere  there 
were  lines;  but  in  time  these  lines 
were  knitted  into  the  pattern  of 
Tech’s  Naval  Unit. 

The  Class  now  totaled  180  men. 
Of  this  number,  57  were  transfers. 
The  total  number  of  Navy  men  in 
the  Class  was  now  102. 

The  hot  summer  months  wore  on. 
.  .  .  Sophomore  Class  work  .  .  .  shop 
.  .  .  surveying  .  .  .  but  none  will 
ever  forget  those  first  Navy  gym 
classes,  and  the  Phys  Ed  Depart¬ 
ment’s  prize  orgy,  the  Commando 
Course. 

The  Rope  Pull  was  the  first  big 


class  event  of  the  season.  This 
proved  the  seaworthiness  of  the 
’46ers,  for  they  crossed  the  Pond 
in  the  record  time  of  2.8431  min¬ 
utes.  A  few  weeks  later  came  the 
Paddle  Rush.  This  was  a  ’46  vic¬ 
tory,  37-33. 

Then  came  the  Tech  Carnival 
.  .  .  and  another  victory  for  the 
Class  of  '46.  This  skit  centered 
around  a  dream  of  Tech  being  run 
by  the  students,  and  the  faculty

getting  the  traditional  Golden 
•/4-20NC-2-LH.  The  play  featured 
Bob  Bartlett,  Bill  Dorman,  the 
Cornstalk  -  Ure  correcting  machine, 
with  Charlie  Mayer  bringing  down 
the  house  with  his  impersonation 
of  “Little  Jeep”  Meyer  of  the  then 
notorious  Physics  Department. 

Winter  passed  quickly.  Finals 
and  the  draft  reduced  class  still 
further.  Less  than  fifty  civilians 
now  remained. 

On  1  March  a  new  group  of 
Navy  transfers  entered  the  Institute 
and  the  Class  of  ’46  gained  about 
ten  more  members.  Later  in  the 
Spring,  the  class  voted  to  have  class 
rings,  and  orders  were  placed.  The 
big  social  event  of  the  season  was 
the  Junior  Class  “Banquet”,  a  mer¬ 
ry  event  held  somewhere  in  South¬ 
ern  New  England.  Inter-class  com¬ 
petition  had  died  down  now  that 
the  Class  had  moved  into  Junior 
Position. 

The  eventful  early  life  of  the 
Class  of  ’46  was  now  over.  It  was 
replaced,  instead,  by  a  methodical 
work-eat-sleep-work  existence  with 
all  eyes  on  June  1945,  which 
looked  so  far  away.  For  most  of 
the  men,  their  story  was  the  story 
of  the  Naval  Unit  .  .  .  Chow  lines, 


study  hours,  liberty,  musters  .  .  . 
“Report  to  Lieut.  Brown  at  1300” 
.  .  .  “Squat  Thrusts  in  Four  Counts” 
.  .  .  “Back  to  bed!  No  exercises”  .  . 
.  .  “Company  Commanders,  Re¬ 
port”  .  .  .  “Count  Off!”  .  .  .  “Just 
a  reminder,  men”  ...  all  of  this 
added  up  to  make  life  in  the  Unit 
what  it  was.  That  the  Unit  would 
remain  at  least  until  June  ’45  ap¬ 
peared  fairly  certain  ...  it  was 
chiefly  a  matter  of  work,  work,  and 
wait. 

The  remaining  civilians  had 
plenty  of  headaches  in  the  days  that 
followed.  There  was  always  the 
draft,  and  the  fraternities  faced 
many  problems  with  reduced  civil¬ 
ian  membership.  The  Class  officers 
for  the  Junior  year  were:  Carl 
Simon,  third  term  President;  Larry 
Stewart,  Vice-President;  Jack  Laf- 
fey,  Secretary;  Herb  Slaughter 
(for  the  third  time)  Treasurer;  and 
Don  Flohr,  Historian. 

Before  the  end  of  Junior  year,

The  class  received  a  few  more  men 
when  the  first  replacement  transfer 
group  appeared  on  1  March  1944.  Here 
the  new  men  line  up  for  instructions 
from  Lieut.  Brown  on  the  afternoon  of 
their  arrival. 

the  Class  of  ’46  lost  156  of  its 
original  members,  and  of  the  53 
that  remained,  11  were  civilians; 
but  the  Navy  kept  total  enrollment 
over  100. 

It  was  difficult  for  a  long  time 
to  realize  that  we  were  really 
Seniors.  The  Class  of  ’46  was  now 
at  the  peak  of  its  scholastic  career. 

Five  men  were  selected  for  Tau 
Beta  Pi,  eleven  men  were  tapped 
for  Skull,  and  seven  more  nomi¬ 
nated  to  Sigma  Xi.  Later  in  the 
year,  nine  more  of  our  class  were 
added  to  Tau  Beta  Pi,  one  more  to 
Skull,  and  eleven  more  to  Sigma 
Xi. 

There  was  plenty  of  snow  during 
our  last  winter  at  Tech.  The  prin¬ 
cipal  topics  of  discussion  during 
those  months  were  the  basketball 
games,  the  activity  tax,  and  the 
Winter  Formal.  The  night  before 


the  Winter  Formal — 9  February — 
was  a  wild  one  as  far  as  the  weather 
was  concerned.  The  next  morning 
many  feet  of  snow  lay  on  the 
ground.  All  day  the  Navy  men 
spent  time  out  of  class  shoveling 
snow  to  clear  the  drive  in  front  of 
Alden  so  that  the  guests  could  get 
to  the  dance,  while  civilians  dug 
out  the  fraternity  houses.  Getting 
to  the  dance  that  night  was  a  real 
accomplishment,  for  taxis  were  few 
and  far  between.  “‘Call  back  in  an 
hour,  and  we  ll  let  you  know  if  you 
can  get  one  in  an  hour,“  was  the 
reply  to  many  calls.  From  far  and 
near  the  ladies  came,  however,  and 
despite  the  blizzard,  the  dance  was 
a  great  success. 

In  the  Senior  Class  elections, 
Larry  Stewart  was  elected  Presi¬ 
dent;  Bill  Gagas,  Vice-President; 
Herb  Slaughter,  Treasurer;  and 
Bill  Grogan,  Historian.  John  Lan¬ 
ders,  Jim  Maloney,  and  Art  Rosen- 
quest  were  elected  to  the  Tech 
Council. 

Spring  came  the  third  time  for 
the  Class  of  '46  to  see  the  members 
gradually  withdrawing  from  active

Campus  life.  In  the  fraternities,  as 
in  the  organizations,  Seniors  were 
retiring  and  Juniors  were  taking 
over.  At  last  we  realized  it — gradu¬ 
ation  was  not  far  away.  The  week¬ 
ends,  the  days,  the  classes  were 
numbered,  and  quickly  passed  by. 
The  war  ended  in  Europe,  and  all 
eyes  turned  toward  the  Pacific,  the 
eventual  destination  of  so  many  of 
us.  Interviews  for  civilians  .  .  . 
orders  for  Navy  men  .  .  .  Then  .  .  . 
JUNE  23,  and  GRADUATION. 

In  retrospect,  we  see  three  war¬ 
time  college  years.  We  had  a  lot 
of  fun  during  those  years,  but  also 
there  was  a  lot  of  work;  and  the 
tour  was  not  without  its  misfor¬ 
tunes  and  disappointments.  Some¬ 
how,  though,  when  we  look  back, 
the  unhappy  side  of  the  picture 


filters  back  in  memory  and  seems 
to  evaporate;  but  the  good  times, 
the  little  laughs,  and  above  all, 
our  college  friendships,  rise  to  the 
front. 

When  the  speaker  retires,  and 
one  by  one  the  85  members  of  the 
Class  of  ’46  rise  to  the  graduation 
platform,  there  will  be  in  many 
hearts  a  little  prayer  of  thanks  to 
God  for  making  possible  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  a  college  degree  in  a  time 
when  so  many  have  been  deprived 
of  that  attainment.

JUNIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


PREXY  GREETS  NEW  STU¬ 
DENTS  AT  ASSEMBLY,  MARCH 
1944— “STEADY  ALL.”  The  ma¬ 
jority  of  these  newcomers  had  just 
completed  their  freshman  courses 
at  any  one  of  fifteen  different  col¬ 
leges  and  universities.  Henceforth, 
they  would  become  classmates  of 
WPI’ers  of  eight  months  and  go 
forward  together  as  the  Class  of 
’47. 

Throughout  that  Sophomore  year 
the  “wise  old  fools”  were  sufficient¬ 
ly  befuddled  with  such  news  as: 
“You  May  Complete  Your  Course 
— Sometime”;  “Lose  Men  by  Tra¬ 
ditional  1/2NCCLH-F”;  “Cut'  Navy 
Unit  by  12%”;  “Senate  Bill  Pro¬ 
vides  for  Elimination  of  V-12.” 
They  are  still  here  despite  those 
many  rumors. 

As  a  means  of  keeping  their 
minds  from  thoughts  of  Great 
Lakes  Naval  Training  Station,  the 
Sophs  endeavored  to  better  the 
Sophomore- Freshman  relationship. 
Since  hazing  was  officially  taboo, 
this  relationship  was  strongly  en¬ 
deared  by  a  very  keen  competition 
for  the  traditional  Goat’s  Head 
Trophy. 

On  May  27,  Bob  Adams  cap¬ 
tained  the  ’47-ers  to  a  complete 
victory  by  forcing  the  enemy  tanks 
to  cross  Institute  Pond,  which 
maneuver  badly  damaged  their 
mechanisms.  Incidently,  this  was 
the  first  time  the  Sophomore  Class 
performed  such  an  operation  on 
the  Freshmen  in  the  annual  Rope 
Pull  in  twelve  years. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  second 
semester  several  transfers  from 
other  V-12  Units  strengthened  our 
second  semester  group  while  a  new 


class  of  first  semester  men  further 
increased  the  size  of  our  class. 
Amongst  this  group  was  George 
Fritz  whose  first  article  for  the 
Tech  News  opened  as  follows: 
“Until  a  better  slinger  comes  along, 
we  like  the  snaky  left,  the  elusive 
footwork,  and  clever  counter- 
punching  of  Company  D's  John 
Gagliardo.”  That  was  around  the 
time  when  Gene  Ritter  (“he  never 
touched  me”)  stood  up  against  the 
walloping  Gilbou  for  a  one-minute 
round. 

During  those  same  summer 
months,  the  annual  track  meet  was 
won  by  tbe  Sophomores  with  the 
copious  score  of  75-42  over  the 
Freshmen.  After  much  strenuous 
training,  Rudy  Wehrli  was  second 
only  to  Bob  Adams  for  high  scoring 
honors. 

Swimming  with  a  broken  wrist, 
Augie  Kellermann  captained  and

entered  three  events  in  the  swim¬ 
ming  meet  held  August  31.  Re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  44  to  27  victory 
over  the  Freshmen,  were  C.  Mitch¬ 
ell,  Rogers,  J.  Davis,  Dozier, 
Meyers,  and  Ham. 

Many  little  instances  occur  over 
one  of  the  formal  week-ends.  Even 
an  effort  to  raise  A1  Haffner’s 
statistics  grade  by  the  presentation 
of  an  apple  by  his  date  to  Profes¬ 
sor  Downing  is  overshadowed  by 
such  things  as  dancing  to  the  music 
of  Alan  Curtis,  Round  Robin 
Dance,  Tech  vs.  R.P.I.  in  football, 
soccer  and  cross  country.  Such  a 
week-end  as  this  actually  took  place 
at  the  end  of  September. 

Another  notch  toward  the  Goat’s 
Head  was  made  when,  under  the 
direction  of  Irv  MacDonald,  the 
Soph’s  won  the  Tech  Carnival. 
“Playwrite’s  Dilemma”  starred 
Tugwell  Scabb  (Fritz)  and  “Su¬ 
zanne  Is  a  Funny  Old  Sow”  (Kel- 
lermann).2  Thus  drew  to  a  close 
our  Sophomore  year,  and  those  free 
afternoons  so  prevalent  to  the 
Aeros. 

Coming  back  after  a  long  vaca¬ 
tion,  the  present  Junior  Class 
promptly  held  class  elections.  John 
Gagliardo  was  elected  to  the  presi¬ 
dency;  John  Taylor,  Vice-Pres. 
(later  replaced  by  Auggie  Keller- 
mann);  Pres  Grout,  Sec.;  Kelly, 
Treas. ;  Davis,  Historian;  Mai  Zinc 
and  Bill  Lee,  Tech  Council.  It  was 
incipient  that  the  class  for  the  most 
part  was  growing  very  conscious  of 
two  distinct  courses  of  study — 
Aeronautical  and  Electrical  Engi¬ 
neering.  The  EE’s  took  the  lead 
when  Harry  Mehrer  and  Pres  Grout

respectively.  However,  when  Don 
Gilmore  booted  the  tieing  point  in 
the  postponed  Soph-Frosh  soccer 
game,  which  at  last  brought  the 
Goat’s  Head  home  to  the  present 
Juniors,  the  Aero’s  knew  that  they 
were  once  more  on  par  with  their 
brother  EE’s. 

With  the  advice  and  coaching  of 
George  Fritz  the  school  felt  confi¬ 
dent  in  holding  the  Tech  Mid-Win¬ 
ter  Formal  of  1945.  “Get  her  opin¬ 
ion  on  the  partaking  of  alcoholic 
beverages  before  you  charge  into 
the  Boynton  and  order  a  beer  and 
two  glasses.

SOPHOMORE  CLASS  HISTORY

The  Class  of  1948  entered 
W.P.I.  on  March  2,  1944.  After 
much  rigamarole,  both  civilians 
and  Navy  men  were  firmly  en¬ 
trenched.  Officers  elected  were:  A1 
Breed,  Ed  Hinkley,  Mai  Johnson, 
and  George  Philip.  A  dance  and 
picnic  were  soon  planned  for  us, 
and  both  of  these  affairs  were  well 
attended. 

In  the  annual  Rope  Pull,  thirty- 
three  Freshmen  pulled  for  all  of 
their  worth  in  a  valiant  effort  to 
dunk  the  forty  Sophomores.  We 
were  unsuccessful  and  as  a  result 
found  ourselves  emerging  from  the 
Sophomore  side  of  Institute  Pond. 
Our  weakness  in  numbers  again 
showed  itself  when  we  were 
trounced  in  the  track  meet  and  the 
Paddle  Rush. 

On  November  2,  1944,  the  Class 
of  ’48  became  Sophomores  official¬ 
ly.  To  lead  us  through  this  year 
we  again  elected  A1  Breed,  Class 
President.  He  was  assisted  by 
Vice-President  Fotteron,  Secretary 
Green,  and  Treasurer  Sarkees. 

After  such  dismal  failures  as 
Freshmen,  we  were  determined  to 
show  the  Juniors  and  all  other 
classes  that  we  could  not  be  tram¬ 


pled  over.  With  this  in  mind,  an 
athletic  committee  was  formed. 

There  was  no  Freshman-Sopho¬ 
more  football  game  as  the  athletic 
department  was  unable  to  supply 
equipment.  The  first  athletic  con¬ 
test  was  therefore  the  long  heralded 
soccer  game.  Boosted  by  many  men 
from  Yale  and  other  V-12  Units, 
the  Cla  ss  of  ’48  fought  tooth  and 
nail  on  a  sloppy  field  to  earn  a 
1  to  1  tie.  Joe  Hearne,  a  newcomer 
to  Tech,  booted  a  long  one  through 
for  our  score.  We  salute  all  who 
participated  in  this  game. 

The  Sophomores  next  challenged 
the  Ship’s  Company  to  a  basketball 
game  on  the  night  of  January  27, 
1945.  The  proceeds  of  this  game 
went  to  the  class  treasury.  From 
the  financial  standpoint  this  event 
was  an  extreme  success.  The  Soph¬ 
omore  squad  was  composed  mainly 
of  members  of  the  Junior  Varsity 
basketball  team  plus  a  few  others 
who  were  interested  in  playing  ball. 
The  first  half  was  comic  as  the 
’48ers  came  on  the  floor  dressed 
in  everything  from  long  underwear 
to  skirts.  Included  in  this  half  was 
the  presentation  of  a  cigarette  to 
“Doc”  Carpenter,  the  referee, 
cigars  and  playing  cards  for  the 
players  during  time  outs,  and  a 
football  scrimmage.  The  second 
half  was  good  basketball  featured 
by  the  basket  popping  of  Chiefs 
McNulty  and  Rogers  for  Ship’s 
Company  and  Bill  Longmuir  for 
the  Sophs.  Ship’s  Company  was 
victorious  by  a  score  of  38  to  34; 
so  from  this  standpoint  of  view  the 
game  was  not  a  success.

LIFE  IN  THE  UNIT 


The  Navy  first  invaded  Worces¬ 
ter  Tech’s  campus  on  July  1,  1943, 
when  320  students  from  various 
colleges  all  over  the  country  as  well 
as  many  men  taken  directly  from 
active  duty  were  stationed  on  Boyn¬ 
ton  Hill  to  fight  the  war  under  the 
V-12  program.  Candidates  were 
all  classified  engineering  special¬ 
ists,  and  under  that  status  entitled 
to  eight  full  terms  of  college.  Upon 
satisfactory  completion  of  the  col¬ 
lege  course,  each  candidate  is  sent 
to  a  Reserve  Midshipman’s  School 
and  after  four  more  months  of 
specialized  naval  training  receives 
a  commission  in  the  Naval  Reserve. 

The  men  are  quartered  in  San¬ 
ford  Riley  Hall,  formerly  the 
Freshman  dormitory,  and  Stratton 
Hall,  a  civil  engineering  building 
converted  for  the  Navy’s  use. 

Commandant  of  the  unit  is  Cap¬ 
tain  Frederick  C.  Sachse,  U.S.N., 
who  is  also  in  command  of  the 
Holy  Cross  N.R.O.T.C.  and  V-12 
units.  Captain  Sachse  assumed 
command  in  the  early  part  of 
March,  1945,  when  Captain  Guy 
Davis,  U.S.N.,  was  detached  from 
active  service.  Captain  Sachse  pre¬ 
viously  served  as  Chief  of  Staff  at 
the  Lakehurst  Naval  Air  Station. 

In  immediate  command  of  the 
Tech  unit,  directly  under  Captain 
Sachse,  is  Lt.  Albert  J.  Schwieger, 


on  leave  of  absence  from  his  duties 
as  head  of  the  Department  of  Eco¬ 
nomics,  Government,  and  Business 
at  W.P.I. 

Lt.  Schwieger  is  aided  in  his  task 
of  administration  by  Lt.  (j.g.)  Rob¬ 
ert  M.  Brown,  whose  duties  consist 
of  maintaining  discipline  and  sup¬ 
plying  fatherly  counsel  to  his 
trainees. 

Naturally  all  trainees  must  main¬ 
tain  top  physical  condition  at  all 
times,  and  to  this  end  Chief  Spe¬ 
cialists  Creeden,  McNulty,  and 
Rogers  have  devoted  themselves 
unstintingly  since  the  unit’s  incep¬ 
tion. 

Minor  ailments  both  real  and 
imaginary  are  cared  for  by  Phar¬ 
macist  Mates  Turgeon  and  Kelly, 
and  maladies  too  tough  for  them 
to  handle  are  taken  care  of  by  Lt. 
Paul  F.  Bergin,  M.C.,  U.S.N.R., 
who  serves  as  medical  officer  both 
at  Holy  Cross  and  Tech. 

Other  members  of  Ship’s  Com¬ 
pany  are  Yeomen  Marie  Bogue  and 
Shirley  Fraser,  and  Storekeeper 
Ed  Tumulty. 

Members  of  the  unit  participate 
actively  in  all  school  activities,  ath¬ 
letic  and  social,  that  civilian  stu¬ 
dents  enjoy,  although  their  extra¬ 
curricular  social  lives  are  limited 
to  week-ends  under  the  Navy’s 
strict  discipline. 
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DECK  CANDIDATES 


On  12  November  1944  W.1M. 
received  her  first  contingent  of 
Deck  Officer  Candidates,  twenty- 
five  in  number,  from  Cornell  Uni¬ 
versity.  These  men,  having  com¬ 
pleted  two  terms  at  Cornell,  were 
sent  to  W.P.I.  to  complete  their 
four-term  course  in  preparation  for 
Midshipman  School  in  July,  1945. 
A  change  of  plans  on  the  part  of 
the  Navy  Department  has  deferred 
entry  into  Midshipman  School  in 
July,  and  those  men  who  will  have 
successfully  completed  their  four 
terms  of  V-12  training  in  July  are 
destined  for  four  more  terms  of 


college  under  the  R.O.T.C.  pro¬ 
gram,  giving  them  a  full  eight-term 
college  credit  course  instead  of  the 
originally  intended  four  terms. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  current 
semester  at  W.P.I.  only  ten  of  these 
men  remained  to  carry  on  the  Deck 
course.  At  this  writing  there  are 
now  only  eight  men  left  of  the  ori¬ 
ginal  group  of  twenty-five.  Those 
remaining  have  full  determination 
to  enter  the  R.O.T.C.  this  coming 
July  with  the  hope  of  receiving 
their  commissions  as  Deck  Officers 
at  the  termination  of  their  R.O.T.C. 
training  in  November,  1946.

INTERFRATERNITY  COUNCIL 


The  Interfraternity  Council  was 
organized  in  1911  in  order  to  act 
as  a  clearing  house  for  all  prob¬ 
lems  which  might  arise  concerning 
fraternities  on  the  Hill.  The  coun¬ 
cil  is  composed  of  two  representa¬ 
tives  from  the  faculty  and  one  from 
each  fraternity.  Meetings  are  held 
once  each  month  with  the  fraterni¬ 
ties  each  taking  their  turn  as  host. 

Among  the  various  duties  of  the 
council  are  the  enforcing  of  the 
rushing  rules,  the  sponsoring  of  a 
formal,  and  the  supervision  of 
interfraternity  sports.  The  rushing 
system  here  at  Tech,  although  on 
a  somewhat  smaller  scale  relative 
to  peacetime  rushing,  is  one  of  the 
prides  of  the  council.  The  Nation¬ 
al  Interfraternity  Council,  of  which 


the  Tech  Council  became  a  member 
in  1915,  introduced  the  system  now 
in  use  here  at  Tech  which  has 
proved  to  be  the  fairest  and  best 
method  yet  found  under  present 
conditions,  for  the  rushing  of 
Freshmen. 

This  term,  the  Council  sponsored 
the  Spring  Formal  in  conjunction 
with  the  Tech  Council — another 
“last  one  for  the  duration"  affair, 
which  proved  to  be  a  social  success. 

The  interfraternity  sports,  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Council,  offers  frater¬ 
nity  men  a  chance  to  engage  in  ath¬ 
letics  and  at  the  same  time  to  enjoy 
friendly  competitive  rivalries  with 
members  of  other  houses  on  the

SKULL 


Since  1911,  Skull,  foremost 
Senior  honorary  society  on  the 
hill,  has  been  promoting  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  organizing  the  leaders  of 
the  campus  in  furthering  Tech  spir¬ 
it  and  stimulating  undergraduate 
interest  in  campus  activities.  Its 
members,  usually  about  eleven  in 
number,  are  Seniors  of  outstanding 
personality  and  ability  and  do 
much  toward  influencing  student 
opinions  on  the  campus. 

The  activities  of  Skull  are  held 
in  the  utmost  secrecy,  the  only  pub¬ 
lic  ceremony  being  the  “tapping’' 
of  new  members  toward  the  close 
of  each  school  year.  At  the  tapping 
ceremony,  which  is  held  at  a  gen¬ 


eral  student  assembly,  the  respect 
held  for  Skull  is  indicated  by  the 
impressive  silence  of  the  audience. 
Each  member,  dressed  in  a  black 
gown,  deliberately  makes  his  way 
among  the  rows  of  students,  and 
after  endless  hesitation,  selects  the 
honored  man  by  striking  him  firm¬ 
ly  on  the  shoulder.  The  pledge  is 
then  escorted  to  the  stage  and  pre¬ 
sented  a  pledge  pin  by  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  society. 

From  the  day  he  enters  Tech,  it 
is  the  highest  ambition  of  every 
student  to  be  deemed  worthy  to 
wear  the  distinguished  white  cap 
and  gold  pin  which  signifies  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Skull.

TAU  BETA  PI 


The  Tau  Beta  Pi  Association 
was  founded  at  Lehigh  University 
in  1885  and  the  local  chapter  was 
organized  here  at  Worcester  Tech 
in  1910.  The  purpose  of  Tau  Beta 
Pi  is  “to  mark  in  a  fitting  manner 
those  who  have  conferred  honor 
upon  their  Alma  Mater  by  distin¬ 
guished  scholarship  and  exemplary 
character  as  undergraduates  in  en¬ 
gineering,  or  by  their  attainments 
as  alumni  in  the  field  of  engineer¬ 
ing,  and  to  foster  a  spirit  of  liberal 


culture  in  the  engineering  colleges 
of  America.” 

Since  1885  Tau  Beta  Pi  has  be¬ 
come  the  largest  honorary  frater¬ 
nity  for  undergraduate  engineers 
in  the  country  and  now  has  more 
than  fifty  chapters  in  the  leading 
technical  colleges. 

The  members  are  selected  from 
the  upper  fifth  of  the  Senior  class 
and  the  upper  eighth  of  the  Junior 
class.  The  elections  to  the  society 
are  held  twice  each  school  year. 


SIGMA  XI 


Sigma  Xi  was  founded  at  Cor¬ 
nell  in  1886,  while  the  local  chap¬ 
ter  was  organized  in  1908.  The 
aim  of  the  society  is  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  original  investigation  in 
science,  pure  and  applied. 

Faculty  members  and  graduates 
are  eligible  to  full  membership, 
while  Seniors  are  eligible  for  an 
associate  membership  to  the  soci¬ 
ety.  The  associates  are  chosen  by 
the  faculty  on  the  basis  of  scholas¬ 
tic  standing,  and  promise  they 
show  for  scientific  research.  Asso¬ 


ciate  members  are  granted  most  of 
the  privileges  of  the  society. 

During  the  past  year  seven  were 
awarded  associate  membership  to 
the  society. 

Several  interesting  and  informa¬ 
tive  talks  were  given  during  the 
year  at  which  new  developments 
and  general  scientific  subjects  were 
discussed.  Among  these  was  the 
talk  given  by  Prof.  Carl  Johnson 
the  night  of  the  initiation  on  “Pow¬ 
der  Metallurgy”.

The  Athletic  Council  is  the  gov¬ 
erning  body  of  the  W.P.I.  Athletic- 
Association.  The  Constitution  of 
the  organization  states:  “The  Ath¬ 
letic  Council  shall  have  general 
charge  of  athletics  at  the  Institute. 
It  shall  have  power  to  dismiss  from 
office  any  Captain  or  Manager  un¬ 
der  this  Constitution.  This  Athletic 
Council  shall  distribute  the  funds 
among  the  several  athletic  inter¬ 
ests.  In  matters  pertaining  to  pro¬ 
motion  and  regulation  of  athletics 
this  Council  shall  have  full  power, 
subject  to  faculty  restriction.  In 
case  of  vacancy  among  student 


members  in  the  Athletic  Council, 
the  remaining  members  shall  tem¬ 
porarily  appoint  another  repre¬ 
sentative  to  serve  until  the  election 
in  the  usual  manner  of  a  member 
to  fill  the  vacancy.” 

Simple  as  the  above  stated  du¬ 
ties  may  seem,  it  is  no  small  task 
to  organize,  outfit,  and  manage  a 
team  in  every  sport.  Tech  should 
he  proud  of  its  Athletic  Council, 
not  for  the  work  done  this  year  in 
particular,  but  for  the  excellent 
performance  of  a  tough  job,  year 
in  and  year  out.

FOOTBALL 


Head  coach,  Paul  Stagg,  called 
the  earliest  practice  in  the  history 
of  football  at  W.P.I.  on  August  1. 
Fifty-nine  candidates  reported  to 
Stagg  and  his  assistants  Chief  Spe¬ 
cialists  Rogers  and  Creedon,  line 
coaches,  and  Chief  McNulty,  who 
specialized  with  the  backfield 
aspirants. 

Two  informal  scrimmages  were 
held  with  Holy  Cross  College  be¬ 
fore  the  start  of  the  regular  season. 
The  second  scrimmage  was  played 
under  game  conditions  in  which 
Tech  came  out  on  the  long  end  of 
a  7-0  score.  Highlights  of  the  after¬ 
noon  were  a  brilliant  punt-runback 
of  65  yards  by  Schmit,  and  a  bull¬ 
dog  defense  within  five  yards  of  the 


goal  line  for  four  downs  to  stop 
the  only  serious  Crusader  scoring 
threat.  The  defensive  play  of  Co- 
Capt.  Matzelevich,  Scott,  Gagas, 
and  Ferrera  was  outstanding,  while 
Co-Capt.  Norige,  Schmit,  and  Ken¬ 
nedy  looked  good  on  the  offensive. 

In  the  opening  game  against 
Union,  the  gridsters  showed  prom¬ 
ise  of  going  through  the  season  un¬ 
defeated.  They  scored  two  touch¬ 
downs  in  the  first  three  periods  to 
take  a  commanding  12-0  lead.  In 
the  last  period,  however,  Union 
made  a  spirited  attempt  to  pull  the 
game  out  of  the  fire  by  scoring  one 
touchdown  and  barely  missing  a 
second.  The  final  score  read 
W.P.I.  12,  Union  7,  thanks  to  the 


superb  play  of  Matzelevich,  Nor- 
ige,  and  Schmit. 

In  the  next  encounter  Tech  came 
out  the  victor  against  Rennselaer 
by  a  score  of  12-0.  Tech’s  arch 
rivals  were  no  match  for  Coach 
Stagg's  superior  team.  Bob  Scott, 
who  played  a  bang-up  game 
throughout  the  season,  picked  up  a 
Rennselaer  fumble  and  ran  across 
the  last  white  stripe  to  score  the  first 
touchdown.  Charlie  Schmit,  the 
sparkplug  of  the  backfield,  com¬ 
pleted  the  scoring  by  intercepting 
a  Rennselaer  pass  and  racing  70 
yards  down  the  sidelines  to  pay¬ 
dirt.  In  this  game,  Ferrara,  Matze¬ 
levich,  Simon,  Scott,  Norige,  and 
Schmit  were  to  be  commended  for 
their  excellent  play. 

The  third  game  saw  a  Harvard 
team  hand  Tech  its  first  defeat.  In 
a  bitter  fought  tussle  in  Harvard 
Stadium,  the  Crimson  Informals 
scored  two  touchdowns  to  beat  Tecb 
13-0.  Tech  had  plenty  of  fight  and 
spirit  throughout  the  contest  de¬ 
spite  the  numerous  injuries  suf¬ 
fered.  Stokel,  Gagas,  Simon, 
Schmit  and  Matzelevich  were  out¬ 
standing. 

In  the  fourth  game  Tech  was 
again  defeated,  but  by  a  decidedly 
superior  Coast  Guard  eleven.  Head¬ 
ed  by  such  players  as  Lynch  and 


Dorsey,  Coast  Guard  scored  almost 
at  will  to  trounce  Tech  39-0.  The 
Techmen  lacked  the  polish  and 
spirit  of  their  previous  games  due 
to  injuries  to  keymeu  suffered  in 
ihe  Harvard  game. 

The  next  game  against  Tufts  end¬ 
ed  in  a  scoreless  deadlock.  Neither 
team  was  able  to  hit  paydirt  and 
the  only  threat  was  by  Tech’s 
Charlie  Schmit  who,  on  the  last 
play  of  the  game,  was  seemingly 
headed  for  a  touchdown  only  to  be 
pushed  out  of  bounds  on  the  two 
yard  line. 

The  U.  S.  Submarine  Base  was 
Tech’s  opponent  in  the  final  game 
of  the  season.  Playing  on  a  soggy 
gridiron  and  with  rain  slowing 
down  the  game,  the  two  teams 
fought  nip  and  tuck  throughout  to 
a  7-7  deadlock.  Co-Capt.  Norige 
produced  Tech’s  score  on  a  short 
plunge  after  Green  had  taken  a 
pass  to  put  the  ball  on  the  three 
yard  line.

First  call  for  soccer  candidates 
went  out  early  in  August  and  the 
initial  prospects  were  anything  but 
bright.  Most  of  the  previous  year’s 
lettermen  had  gone  and  only  Bagin- 
ski,  Flink,  Zink  and  Hall  were  left 
from  that  star-studded  team.  Sur¬ 
prisingly  enough,  Coach  Higgin- 
bottom  turned  out  his  usual  fine 
team  which  racked  up  an  impres¬ 
sive  record  of  five  victories,  one 
tie,  and  one  defeat  for  the  season. 

In  the  beginning  Higgy  had  his 
troubles  with  the  Navy  ineligibility 
rules  but  after  shifting  players 
here  and  there  he  ended  up  with 
what  was  practically  a  champion¬ 
ship  team.  With  a  forward  line 
consisting  of  Zink,  Baginski,  Flink, 
Bush  and  Anschutz  the  first  team 


faced  was  Wesleyan.  This  game 
strengthened  the  coach’s  hopes 
somewhat  with  the  Engineers  com¬ 
ing  out  on  the  long  end  of  a  3-1 
score.  Grout,  G.  T.  Brown,  J.  L. 
Brown,  Renasco,  Metzger  and 
Slaughter  did  excellent  work  in  the 
backfield  while  Bert  Mills  shown 
as  goalie.  This  was  essentially  the 
same  lineup  used  most  of  the 
season. 

Next  the  team  traveled  to  Brown 
University  in  Providence  where 
they  won  again,  this  time  by  a  score 
of  2-1.  The  big  game  of  the  year, 
with  R.P.I.,  ended  in  a  3-3  tie  but 
was  excellently  played. 

Harvard,  bouncing  back  from 
their  defeat  of  the  previous  season,

defeat  to  the  tune  of  5-0.  The  team 
just  didn’t  click  in  this  game  and 
the  Harvard  men  were  in  their 
usual  top  form. 

The  Coast  Guard  Academy  was 
the  next  victim  of  the  Hilltopper’s 
accurate  kicking,  falling  by  the 
wayside  on  the  short  end  of  a  3-0 
score.  This  game  was  watched  by 
the  loyal  and  lovely  rooters  at  Tech 
for  the  Fall  Formal.  Journeying 
to  Tufts  College  the  team  notched 
up  the  next-to-last  victory  with  a 
4-1  score  in  a  very  slow  game. 

Again  this  season  a  team  of  Brit¬ 
ish  saliors  on  leave  in  this  country 
was  engaged  on  the  Worcester 
field.  This  team  demonstrated  re¬ 
markable  ability,  power  and  ball¬ 
handling  technique,  but  due  to  their 
shortage  of  substitutes  the  British¬ 
ers  tired  late  in  the  game  and  let 
the  Techmen  score  almost  at  will, 
the  game  ending  with  the  score  of 
8-3. 


Much  credit  is  due  Coach  Hig- 
ginbottom  for  doing  so  much  with 
so  little  experienced  material.  The 
excellent  record  in  the  won-lost 
column  showed  that  this  team  was 
a  very  formidable  opponent.  With 
Hall,  Flink,  Bush  and  Zink  supply¬ 
ing  the  necessary  scoring  punch  up 
in  the  front  line  and  Baginski,  the 
two  Browns,  Metzger,  and  Mills 
ably  backing  them  up,  the  team 
amassed  a  total  of  23  goals  against 
14  for  their  opponents,  which  is 
certainly  an  enviable  record. 

Next  year’s  prospects  are  fair, 
with  Captain-elect  Mai  Zink,  Grout, 
Breed,  Seaver,  Mitchell,  and  steady 
Mannie  Renasco  all  scheduled  to 
return,  although  not  all  of  these 
men  were  first  string  players.  With 
these  men  as  a  nucleus,  though, 
Coach  Higginbottom  is  sure  to  turn 
out  a  team  which  will  be  up  to  par 
with  previous  Tech  soccer  teams. 


Running  as  a  team  rather  than 
individually,  the  Cross  Country 
squad  successfully  completed  their 
fall  season  with  four  wins  to  tally 
against  two  losses.  Mauro  Lacedo- 
nia,  working  as  both  team  captain 
and  coach,  conditioned  the  squad 
in  an  energetic  schedule  of  long 
distance  running.  The  first  meeting 
against  Harvard  found  the  team 
long  on  wind  but  short  on  experi¬ 
ence.  Tech  lost  31-26.  The  team 
recovered  to  take  Rennselaer  24-31 
in  the  first  home  meet,  hut  dropped 
the  next  race  to  a  well  balanced 
M.I.T.  team,  30-25.  Tech  next  won 
21-36  against  the  Coast  Guardsmen, 


who  were  spunky,  but  out  of  con¬ 
dition  after  a  two  months’  cruise. 
They  followed  this  with  a  24-31 
win  against  Tufts,  which  in  a  sense 
was  a  double  victory,  as  Tufts  had 
earlier  defeated  the  Harvard  team. 
In  the  closing  meet  against  Con¬ 
necticut,  Tech  placed  six  men  out 
of  the  first  seven  to  win  17-42. 

Freshman  Ed  Lemieux  was  the 
teams’  lead  man.  He  set  a  new  rec¬ 
ord  for  the  slightly  shortened  home 
course  of  18:13.6,  and  also  won  the 
New  England  Cross  Country  Meet. 
Lacedonia  and  Steve  Brooks  were 
also  consistently  strong,  running 
near  the  front  in  every  meet.

SWIMMING 


This  season  the  swimming  sched¬ 
ule  was  reduced  to  four  meets, 
mainly  because  of  the  lack  of  trans¬ 
portation  for  the  teams.  The  meets 
were  with  Coast  Guard,  M.I.l .,  the 
Motor  Torpedo  Boat  Base  of  Mel¬ 
ville,  R.  I.,  and  Wesleyan  in  that 
order.  In  spite  of  hard  work  hy  all 
the  team  members,  all  four  meets 
were  lost.  This  can  he  attributed  to 
a  lack  of  manpower  as  the  team 
was  very  small. 

The  score  of  the  Coast  Guard 
meet  was  56  to  19.  Firsts  were 
won  hy  Captain  Metzger,  Schupp, 
and  Kellermann  hut  the  smallness 
of  the  team  made  it  impossible  to 
get  enough  second  and  third  places 
to  win  the  meet. 

The  Torpedo  Boat  Base  meet 


was  the  closest  with  a  score  of  43 
to  30.  W.P.I.  started  off  well  when 
Underwood,  Schupp  and  Martin 
won  the  medley  relay.  Kellermann 
and  Metzger  again  took  firsts  and 
Martin  won  the  440.  However,  the 
meet  was  lost  with  the  freestyle 
relay. 

The  M.I.T.  meet  ended  at  58  to 
16  since  Kellermann  was  the  only 
one  able  to  win  his  events. 

The  last  meet  was  lost  by  a  score 
of  59  to  16,  Metzger  taking  the 
only  first  for  Worcester  Tech. 

At  the  end  of  the  season  letters 
were  awarded  to  Metzger,  Briese¬ 
meister,  Kellermann,  Schupp,  Mar¬ 
tin,  and  Underwood,  and  Auggie 
Kellermann  was  elected  Captain 
for  next  season.

BASKETBALL 


After  the  records  of  the  two  pre¬ 
vious  seasons,  the  basketball  team 
suffered  a  slight  come-down  in  the 
’44.’45  season.  At  the  final  tally 
the  record  stood  at  six  wins  against 
nine  losses.  Total  number  of  points 
scored  by  the  opposition  was  795, 
Tech  trailing  closely  with  791.  On 
the  basis  of  points,  therefore,  the 
team’s  record  looks  much  better, 
and  although  they  lost  a  number  of 
close  games,  the  season  as  a  whole 
was  a  successful  one. 

The  boys  started  a  winning 
streak  in  the  third  contest  upsetting 
Connecticut  University  at  Worces¬ 
ter  by  a  score  of  51-49  in  one  of 
the  most  hotly  contested  games  of 


the  calendar.  The  game  seesawed 
back  and  forth  all  the  way  with 
the  Techmen  coming  through  in  the 
final  minutes  of  play.  This  was 
followed  up  by  five  more  consecu¬ 
tive  victories  over  M.I.T.,  Harvard, 
A.I.C.,  Harvard  again,  and  Union. 

Previous  to  this  string  of  victo¬ 
ries  they  had  been  edged  out  by  a 
more  experienced  Lovell  General 
Hospital  team,  and  had  also  met 
defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  Brown- 
men  down  at  Providence. 

The  Union  game  was  the  first  of 
two  played  on  an  extended  road 
trip  to  Schenectady  and  Troy.  On 
the  night  following  that  of  the 
Union  game  the  Engineers  tackled 


a  very  tough  R.P.I.  team,  but  the 
rigors  of  the  preceding  evening  and 
the  height  advantage  enjoyed  by 
the  Troy  quintet  were  too  much  to 
overcome;  they  were  downed  by  a 
score  of  38-64. 

Starting  with  their  defeat  by  the 
R.P.I.  team,  the  boys  hit  a  losing 
streak  that  they  were  unable  to 
break  for  the  rest  of  the  season  in 
spite  of  many  valiant  attempts. 

The  next  encounter  was  a  repeat 
performance  of  last  year’s  attempt 
to  renew  the  old  rivalry  which  used 
to  exist  between  this  institution  and 
Holy  Cross.  Judging  from  attend¬ 
ance  records  it  was  a  success  too, 
with  the  Alumni  Gymnasium  filled 
to  complete  capacity  on  each  occa¬ 
sion.  This  time  the  Engineers  were 
unable  to  top  the  Crusaders,  how¬ 
ever,  and  in  spite  of  an  exciting, 
neck  and  neck  first  half  contest, 
the  H.C.  quintet  spurted  ahead  in 
the  later  part  of  the  game,  triump- 
ing  64-47. 

Following  the  Cross  game  our 
outfit  fell  before  Brown,  Tufts  and 
Wesleyan  in  three  hard  fought  bat¬ 
tles  marked  by  excellent  teamwork, 
but  finding  Coach  Stagg’s  men  un¬ 
able  to  locate  the  hoop. 

With  only  two  more  games  re¬ 


maining  on  the  calendar  it  was 
hoped  that  a  repeat  victory  might 
be  scored  over  M.I.T.  followed  up 
by  defeat  of  the  Coast  Guard 
Cadets  to  wind  up  the  season  glori¬ 
ously.  Unfortunately,  however,  the 
hoys  got  off  to  a  late  start  in  both 
games,  and  in  spite  of  brilliant 
shooting  by  Fritz  against  the  Bos¬ 
tonians  and  Schmit,  who  bowed  out 
of  his  final  game  in  a  blaze  of  glory 
against  the  New  Londoners,  the 
final  seconds  found  W.P.I.  just 
short  of  a  win.  The  scores  were 
54-55,  and  46-48,  respectively. 

Lettermen  for  the  season  were 
Captain  Schmit;  Bob  Kuykendall, 
Captain-elect  of  next  season's  team; 
George  Fritz;  and  Carl  Simon,  Jack 
Corf,  and  Dick  Lawton,  members 
of  last  seasons’  squad. 


The  team  is  now  in  the  early 
stages  of  conditioning  for  the  com¬ 
ing  season,  a  season  holding  forth 
good  prospects,  as  seven  lettermen 
return  to  make  the  nucleus  for  this 
year’s  squad. 

There  are  five  meets  on  the 
schedule  this  season,  one  of  them  a 
triangular  meet  with  Connecticut 
and  Northeastern,  three  dual  meets 
with  Wesleyan,  Brown,  and  Tufts 
respectively,  and  then  the  New 
England  Invitation  at  M.I.T. 

As  in  every  season,  the  Inter¬ 
fraternity  Track  Meet,  which  comes 
off  before  the  regular  meets,  will 
bring  out  promising  men  for  the 


varsity  team,  so  that  together 
with  lettermen  Lacedonia,  Nietert, 
Chase,  Woodsum,  Mehrer,  Brooks, 
Lemieux  and  last  year’s  trackmen, 
the  team  should  have  strong  poten¬ 
tialities. 

This  year  the  team  is  being 
coached  under  a  new  staff  with 
energetic  Coach  Sanella,  as  head 
coach,  who  is  well  liked  by  the  men 
and  seems  capable  of  giving  the 
team  its  fighting  punch.  His  two 
equally  forceful  assistants,  hand¬ 
ling  the  weights  and  the  field 
events,  will  do  much  toward  re¬ 
lieving  the  strain  on  Mr.  Sanella 
and  develop  varsity  men  in  their 
respective  units.

BASEBALL 


As  this  is  being  written  the  base¬ 
ball  team  is  preparing  for  its  first 
game  with  Northeastern.  With  the 
return  of  the  veterans,  Captain 
Simon,  Landers,  Kosso,  Rodier, 
Sullivan,  Gallagher,  and  Ferguson, 
the  prospects  for  a  good  season  are 
extremely  bright. 

First  base,  as  it  was  last  year, 
is  expected  to  be  held  down  by  the 
hard  hitting  Carl  Simon.  Jack  Lan¬ 
ders  is  the  probable  choice  for 
second  base  over  Frank  Gross 
owing  to  his  greater  experience. 
Taking  over  the  chores  of  shortstop 
will  probably  be  “Ace’"  Walton, 
whose  all-round  ability  gives  him 
the  edge  over  Charlie  Seaven  and 
Don  Girard.

Coach  Stagg  feels  that  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  the  team  is  directly  depend¬ 
ent  on  the  hitting  ability  which  in 
past  seasons  had  always  been 
Tech’s  weakness,  but  which  this 
year  may  turn  out  to  he  one  of  its 
strongest  points. 


Like  all  other  spring  sports,  the 
tennis  team  got  off  to  an  early  start 
this  year.  A  sizable  turnout,  led  by 
Captain  Stewart,  answered  the  call 
in  April  and  have  been  getting  into 
shape  on  the  school’s  courts.  All 
indications  point  to  a  good  season, 
although  four  lettermen,  George 
Kennedy,  A1  Twing,  Charlie  Oickle, 
and  Howie  Green,  have  been  lost 
to  the  team.  Those  men  who  have 
been  looking  especially  good  in 
singles  are  Bob  Bartlett,  George 
Fritz,  Pete  McKinley,  and  Jack

writing,  on  the  ladder  in  that  order.

Worcester  Tech’s  Nautical  Asso¬ 
ciation  has  hopes  of  a  very  good 
Spring  season,  with  all  of  last 
year’s  team  hack  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  A1  Rawdon,  who  left  at  the 
end  of  last  Fall’s  racing  season.

TECH  COUNCIL 


The  Tech  Council  is  the  connecting 
link  between  the  student  body  and  the 
faculty.  Its  main  purpose  is  to  clear 
up  problems  of  general  interest  to  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  alike. 

The  Council  has  two  classes  of  mem¬ 
bership,  ex-officio  and  elective.  The  ex- 
officio  members  are  the  President  of 
the  Institute  and  the  presidents  of  the 
classes,  clubs,  and  associations  on  the 
Hill.  The  elective  members  consist  of 
ten  undergraduate  students  elected  from 
the  respective  classes,  each  class  being 
represented  by  one  civilian  and  one 
Navy  man  in  order  to  give  full  repre¬ 
sentation  to  the  two  elements  of  each 
class.  The  president  of  the  Council  is 
a  Senior  elected  by  the  entire  student 
body. 


Regular  meetings  are  held  bi-month¬ 
ly  in  the  Green  Room  in  Alden  Memo¬ 
rial.  At  these  meetings  the  Council 
discusses  and  attempts  to  solve  all 
problems  brought  to  its  attention.  In 
addition  to  serving  as  a  guiding  body, 
the  Council  has  the  power  to  establish 
election  dates  for  all  classes,  controls 
freshman  hazing  activities,  and  spon¬ 
sors  college  rallies  and  dances. 

Due  to  the  presence  of  the  Navy  on 
the  campus,  the  Council  has  had  addi¬ 
tional  duties  in  helping  to  coordinate 
the  Navy  and  civilian  programs.  This 
year,  under  the  able  faculty  advisers, 
Professors  Rice  and  Downing,  the 
Council  has  again  solved  many  prob¬ 
lems. 


The  Student  Christian  Associa¬ 
tion  at  Worcester  Tech  is  a  service 
organization  for  students  of  the 
Institute.  The  S.C.A.  functions 
through  a  cabinet  of  eleven  men 
under  the  guidance  of  Professor 
Paul  Swan. 

The  weekly  Chapel  Service  spon¬ 
sored  by  the  S.C.A.  in  former  years 
has  been  discontinued.  However, 
the  S.C.A.  has  been  sponsoring 
monthly  assemblies  with  prominent 
speakers  appearing.

in  the  commons. 

In  the  fall,  the  S.C.A.  sponsors 
the  Tech  Carnival  in  which  short 
plays  are  given  by  the  Freshman, 
Sophomore  and  Junior  classes.  A 
cup  is  given  to  the  class  which  pre¬ 
sents  the  best  play.  This  year  the 
Sophomores  received  the  award. 

As  the  occasion  arises,  the  S.C.A. 
sponsors  drives  and  collections  for 
charity  organizations.  This  year 
the  S.C.A.  has  made  donations  to 
the  World  Student  Service  Fund, 
the  Golden  Rule  Drive,  and  the 
Red  Cross.  It  also  sponsored  the 
National  Clothing  Drive  at  Tech.

RADIO  CLUB 


The  Radio  Club  dates  back  to 
1909.  For  on  the  21st  of  October 
the  W.P.I.  Wireless  Association 
met  in  well-known  Boynton.  The 
new  organization  took  fire  fast  with 
the  enthusiasm  of  new  interests, 
and,  and  so  assumed  a  leading  part 
in  the  pioneering  of  wireless.  The 
first  clubroom  took  shape  in  the 
corridor  of  the  Electrical  Engineer¬ 
ing  Building  where  the  equipment 
was  placed.  Then  in  1914,  the  club- 
room  was  moved  to  the  top  gallery, 
and  there  it  remained  until  1930 
when  the  present  quarters  were  set 
aside  for  the  further  use  of  the 
club. 

Late  in  1931,  the  club  was  dis¬ 
solved,  and  in  its  place  was  created 
the  Radio  Club.  The  antiquity  of 


the  former  club  was  realized.  All 
faired  well  for  these  Electrics  un¬ 
til  the  present  war  called  for  the 
men. 

By  November,  1944,  the  club 
had  no  members  to  be  seen  on  the 
W.P.I.  campus,  but  there  was 
aroused  new  interest  in  radio  and 
so  plans  were  made  by  the  present 
Seniors  for  the  first  meeting  of  the 
present  Radio  Club.  Mr.  Newell 
was  chosen  to  be  the  facultv

adviser. 

The  purpose  of  the  Radio  Club 
now  is  to  create  and  further  inter¬ 
est  in  radio.  To  obtain  this  end  the 
meetings  have  been  devoted  to 
speakers  and  to  the  projects  of  indi¬ 
vidual  members. 


IMPHM 


The  M.E.  Radio  Club  was 
formed  at  the  beginning  of  this 
school  year  by  several  students  of 
the  M.E.  department.  The  purpose 
of  the  club  was  to  give  the  members 
some  knowledge  of  radio  and  radio 
repair.  The  club  was  intended  for 
students  who  had  had  very  little 
previous  contact  with  radio.  This 
lack  of  experience  would  have  hin¬ 
dered  their  participation  in  the 
regular  radio  club. 

During  the  first  semester  the 
weekly  meetings  were  devoted  to 
instruction  in  basic  electronic  prin¬ 
ciples.  A  portion  of  the  time  each 
week  was  given  to  lecture  work, 


while  the  remainder  of  the  meeting 
was  devoted  to  a  short  experiment 
which  demonstrated  the  principles 
set  forth  in  the  lecture.  Mr.  Howe 
gave  the  lectures  while  both  Mr. 
Howe  and  Mr.  Daniels  supervised 
the  experiments. 

The  second  semester  saw  most  of 
the  members  building  radio  sets 
and  repairing  radios  that  were  out 
of  order.  At  these  meetings  all 
activity  centered  around  Mr.  Dan¬ 
iels,  and  rightly  so,  as  he  has  had 
extensive  experience  in  the  field  of 
radio  repair.  The  personal  atten¬ 
tion  he  gave  to  each  members’  prob¬ 
lems  was  very  much  appreciated.

AMERICAN  SOCIETY  OF 
CIVIL  ENGINEERS 


The  American  Society  of  Civil 
Engineers  was  founded  as  a  local 
engineering  society  in  1903,  and 
in  1921  it  became  affiliated  with 
the  national  student  chapter  of  the 
A.S.C.E.,  making  it  the  oldest  engi¬ 
neering  society  on  the  Hill, 

Its  purpose  is  to  promote  inter¬ 
est  among  the  Civil  Engineering 
students  and  also  to  acquaint  them 
with  the  problems  and  projects  of 
their  field.  Specialists  in  the  vari¬ 
ous  branches  of  Civil  Engineering 
are  asked  to  lecture  on  the  recent 
construction  and  maintenance  diffi¬ 
culties  they  have  encountered.

Clair  brought  out  some  of  the  facts 
which  his  company  had  to  investi¬ 
gate  in  drawing  up  plans  for  the 
future  construction  of  the  airport. 
This  and  several  other  lectures 
were  enjoyed  by  the  members  of 
the  society.

tion.  Being  a  member  of  the 
American  Institute  of  Chemical  En¬ 
gineers  affords  the  undergraduate 
student  an  opportunity  to  listen  and 
talk  to  experienced  men  of  indus¬ 
try  who  can  help  him  to  decide  on 
the  phase  of  chemical  engineering 
in  which  he  will  specialize. 


The  Worcester  Tech  student 
chapter  of  the  A.I.Ch.E.  was  found¬ 
ed  several  years  ago  by  the  students 
and  faculty  of  the  Chemical  Engi¬ 
neering  Department;  and,  largely 
through  the  efforts  of  Dr.  E.  D. 
Wilson,  head  of  the  department, 
has  been  host  to  many  distinguished 
speakers.  Although  during  the  past 
year,  largely  because  of  transporta¬ 
tion  difficulties,  the  organization 
has  become  partly  inactive,  the 
charter  has  been  continued  and 
membership  is  still  open.
